LEAD TO PEACE AND FREEDOM?

RUSCHEYV’'S 
26,000-word — denun 
ciation of Stalin was 


surely the mgat in- 
teresting political — speech 
ever made. 


Some of history's famous 
speeches have been longer 
(Mustapha Kemal, erst- 
while Dictator of ‘Turkey, 
once spoke for a week on 
end), and many have been 
more elegantly phrased and 
more truthful. But none 
surely has presented #0 
much fascinating — informa- 
tion, or been delivered in 
such = dramatic circum- 
stances, 


In otw sense, of course, we 
know it ail before. There $s 
hardly a paragraph which could 
not ‘have been (and probably 
was) written years ago by 
Koestler, Orwell and Kraychen- 
ko.

Gardeners will 
look after roof-top water 
tanks instead of their allot- 
ments, growing microscopic 
algae that will have taken 
the place of conventional 
vegetable foods. 

Fats will be made in fac- 
tories from petroleum che- 
micals, and farmers will 
press the juices from the 
leaves of their crops instead 
of growing them for grain 
as they do today.

The best part of the current European athletic season is still to come 
and the best performances are generally achieved in August and Septem- 
ber. Europe’s athletes are now beginning to build up into peak form and 
late July performances have been very impressive. 

Currently holding the spotlight ax two very strong candidates for Olympic 
Championships are two Norwegians — Audun Boysen and Egil Danielsen.
